This is to.set out recommendations for claiming the recovery 
of 127 automobiles valued at $292,518.12 which recovery was effected 
through the direct investigative efforts of the Chicago Office. 


BACKGROUND: s m 

Over the week end of 3/4-5/61 practically all of the inventory 
of the captioned company, an automobile dealer, consisting of over 300 
automobiles, disappeared from the company's premises. These.. Cars. were 
being financed by the Associates Discount Corporation (ADC) ~~ 


The ADC and other creditors filed an involuntary ‘petition in 
bankruptcy against the captioned company and the USA, Chicago;, requested 
the FBI to conduct an investigation to determine whether any "criminal 
violations of the National Bankruptcy Act existed. Investigation 
initiated by the Chicago Office led directly to the recovery of 127 
automobiles valued at $292,518,12, Five of the cars located were 
located in states other than Illinois, namely, one car recovered in 
Akron, Ohio, two cars recovered in Milwaukee, Wisconsin, and two cars 
recovered in Albuquerque, New Mexico, 


Action on the part of captioned company represents an attempt 
to convert these cars and possibly embezzle them since .captioned 
company did not have title to these cars and was not the legal owner, 


RECOMMENDATION: £= 


In view of the above and since. the investigative efforts of 
the Chicago Office led directly to the recovery of 127 automobiles 
valued at $292,518.12, it is recommended that the. following be credited:

Milwaukee. Office - 2 automobiles -valued at $4,378.46
